CRITICAL IN STATE 


Indiana Ranks Forty-Third Among 
States in Amount Expended For 


Educational Support 


. FEW PREPARING TO TEACH. 


A Generation Ago Indiana Ranked 
First, But a Big Shortage is Now 


Cause For Alarm 


A meeting of the Educational Bu- 


reau oif .the -Indiana State Chamber 
of Commerce .was held 'alt'. Indiana- 
polis in the "office of L. N. Hines, 
superintendent of pu'bKc instruction, 


who, is chairman' of the bureau, re- 
cently, to consider maitter of great 
importance to 'the public school sit- 
uation of the sitate. 


That a grave crisis'" confronts the 


pmlblie school system of Indiana and 
the nation, is revealed in certain 
data just secured by B. R. Inman, 
manager, of the state chamber, who 
lias been collee'ting information from 
various sources, on the educational 
situation'. TJie data discloses.the fol- 
lowing facfs: 


There us a shortage ah the TJinited 


States of available 'funds.with which 
to supply a ,1S,;iOO,000,Oo'» demand" 
for adequate school 'buildings 
and 


equipment, '$200,000,000 is 
needed 


for advanced salaries to 
teae/hers. 


The United States is now actually 
3v)',000 short oE t'he"reciuired mimber 
of teachers. In 
addition, 
65,000 


ma'ke-shift 'teachers have^ieen em- 
ployed. This means a real shortage 
of 100,00ft in trained teachers. 


The colleges and universities of 


the county report a rapid decline in 


ie attendance of. young- people pre- 
aring for the' .teaching profession. 
t is estimated that there' will be a 
ecrease of 'ittty/pereeiit i»''t)he num- 
ber of>radafiitet"i£ioittrfhese insti- 
nions during 1950 as compared with 
917. 


The data secured through

state chamber shows that the sitna- 
ton in Indiana, is equally deplorable, 
nd that Indiana is confronted by .a 
rave condition as the result of our 


educational situation.

eat of the teachers now employed' 
n .the one room rural schools,

The -survey :was made 
under the direction of Miss Florence 
E. Ward, in 
charge o/ extension 


work with women, Olfife of Exten- 
sion Work, North and West, States 
Relations Service. The records ew- 
er 10,0IT) i'arm homes, averaged by 
taking typical communities of the 
counties in which the survey was 
made. Much of the .information was 
gathered personally by home (fcmon- 
stration agents, who are the field re- 
presentatives of the United States 
Department of 
Agriculnre and 
the 


State agricultural colleges. 


Miss Ward points out, from the 


facts shown 'by the survey, that a. 
reasonable amount oi7 planning nnd 
well-directed investment ,in" modern 
equipment for 
farm homes would 


prevent ;i laige part of this wastage 
of tht. energy of the Nation's rural 
home-makers. "This is 
a 
serious 


matter", she continues, --be.-ause we 
have a live national problem now 
in working out

economics of 


country living in such
